Idolatrous Principles of the Papiſts, have incited theſe of that Profeſſion, to contrive Plots againſt 
Our Royal Perſon, and Alterations in the Government of Our Kingdoms, to the Subverſion of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, which is j through God's infinite Goodneſs) eſtabliſhed by Law, and of the Civil Rights 
and Prerogatives of Our Crown, endeavouring to enflave Us, Our Subjefts and Our Conſciences, to the 
Pope and See of Rowe, notwithſtanding of the great Cl ſhown by Us to them, ſince God Re- 
ſored Us to Qur Government, under which they have abundantly taſted®of the Fruits of that Peace, 
Fi ve which We have procured to Our Subjetts by Our Royal Care: And yet We being ever unwilling to

Advice of Our Privy Council, —_ fit, hereby to Command all Jeſuits and other Prieſts, or Trafficking Papiſts, to Depart forth of this 
Our om, betwixt and the firſt day of Merch next 3 with Certification, that all ſuch-Jeſujrs, Prieſts, and T wig Papiſts, as (hall be found 
withiri this Our Kingdom after-that day , ſhall be proceeded againſtCiiminally, conform to \the 120. Att of the 12: Parl. of K. Famer the 6. 
Whereby they, and ſuch as Reflett them, are declared guilty of, and made lyable tothe pains of Treaſon; and that We will put the Laws in 
Exccution, which are made by Us and Our Predeceſſours, againſt Sayers and Hearers of Mafſe. \And to the ead, that Our Faithful and Orthodox 
Subjedts, may be ſecured againſt the dreadfull Effetwvof ad, blind and bloody Zeal, as concludes nothing a Crime which may enlarge that Seft, 
or advance that Profeſſion. We do hereby Command and Charge all Papiſts, of what quality foever , within thisOur Kingdom, To 
deliver up (upon Oath ) their Arms of all forts to the Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords of Regality, and Magiſtrates of Burghs, within whoſe Juris, _ --* 
diction _ and that betwixt and the reſpective dayes following, viz.

Seffion of Our firſt Parliament : And to the end all Our 
good Subjects may unanimouſly joyne, not only in Hearing the Word of G OD, but in participating His Holy Sacraments, We do hereby revive 
that excellent Statute, made by Our Royal Grand-Father, in the 17. AQ of His 16. Parl. whereby it 1s Statute and Ordain'd, That all the Sub- 
jedts of this Realme ſhall communicate once every year 3 And that if any ſhalJ abſtain upon any pretence or excuſe whatſoever , they being by 
their Paſtors thereto required, that they ſhall pay the penaltics mentioned in the ſaid Att, viz. Every Earl fo oft as he contraveens, one thouſand 
pounds Scots; Every Lord, one thouſand Merks; Every Baton, five hundred 3 Every Free-holder, three hundred Merks; Every Yeoman, 
fourty pounds; and every Burgeſs according as We and Our Privy Council modifie: Requiring hereby all Our Judges and Magiſtrates in 
their reſpeQive Juriſdiftions, to put the forefaid At in Execution againſt all.'perſons, of what profeſſion ſoever, conforme to.the Words as well 
as the meaning of the Act it ſelf; and which We the rather do at this time, bizxinſe many of the Roxxiſb C hurch do delude and abuſe Our people, 
under the profeſſion of ſome one or other of thoſe who refuſe to conforme tottiyworſhipin this Reformed Church,as it is preſently eſtablifh'dby Law: 
And We being deſirous that the Papiſts within this Our Realm,may be either (nvinced or Convicted, do require and Command them betwixt and 
the twenty day of. March next, to appear before the Archbiſhops or Biſhops ol[their reſpettive Dioceſles, and give fatisfattion to them after con- 
ference, and obtain Teſtimonials thereupon ; and in caſe they failzie to ap and give fatisfaftion as faid is, The Archbiſhaps or Biſhops are 
hereby Ordained to take up liſts of the whole Papiſts within their aſd to mark Þarticularly who of them are Excommunicate, and who | 
not, (who of them wiving low bred up in the true Reformed Religion,or ping prof the ſame) have made Detection, and to report the | 
ids Liſts to Qur Council , herwhizand the firſt Thurſday of April next; wiſh Certification to fuch Papiſts as {hall not give SatisfaCtion as ſaid is, _; 
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potions, and others belonging to them, ſhall pertain to us as Eſcheat,and |: intrometted' with, i ner 1 upon as We ſhall thinkgood, We 
being fully reſolved, to proceed to greater Degrees of Rigor againſt ſuch as b\gng bred up in the true ormed Religion, or having profeſſed the -4 


ſame, have ſuffered themſelves to be deluded by, or have thrown themſelves tc that dangerous Hereſie: And we do declare, that neither the "> 
 faids Papiſts who ſhall be denounced in manner, and for the cauſe foreſaid, fall enjoy their Lands, Rents, or Revenues, either by themſalvesdi- 
reftly,or by any others covertly,or indiredtly for their behoove ; But that the {me ſhall be intrometted with for Our Uſe; and appoints the Rolls of 
all -Excommunicate Papiſts to be printed, divulged, and affixed upon the fleffion-houſe of Edibargh , and other publick places of Judge- ' 
ment, Diſcharging hereby all the Judges of the reſpettive Judicatures, to p/ rmit any contained in that Liſt, to purſue or bear witneſs 1n any 
Cauſe or Proceſs, till they be reconciled to the Church, and produce a Tef imonial thereof as aforeſaid, conforme to the 43. Att of the 1. Parl. 
and the third AG ofthe 20. Parl. of King James the fixth. OUR WILL ig herefore,and We Charge you ſtrifly,and Command, that inconti- 
nent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and th: Mercat Crofles of the head Burghes of the reſpeCtive Shires of this 
Kingdom; and thereat, by open Proclamation, make publication of the Prq aifſes: And We Ordain theſe preſents to be printed,that none pretend 
Tgnorance. Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the twenty third day off axwary 1679. and of Our Reign the thirticth Year.
